A MANITOBA CONFERENCE 

Premier Bracken has called a con- 
ference of representatives of farmers’ 
organizations, banks, credit institutions 
and municipalities, to study what is 
said to be-one of the most serious crises 
in the history of Manitoba. The low 
prices offered for grain are of course 
the root cause of the trouble; and how 
the farmer can better his position and 
his prospects is the problem for which 
the conference will seek a solution. Con- 
ditions are sufficiently similar to give 
this gathering wide interest in Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta also, and its con- 
clusions will be awaited with interest 
by farmers throughout the whole west- 
ern country. 

In announcing the calling of the con- 
vention, Mr. Bracken stated that pre- 
sent prices do not leave the farmer, 
whether a Pool member or not, a rea- 
sonable livelihood after his out-of-pocket 
expenses have been met. The Manitoba 
Premier cannot be counted among the 
critics of the Pool. His direct admission 
that co-operative selling does not guar- 
antee a living return to the wheat pro- 
ducer may thus get wider acceptance 
than would otherwise be given to it. 
Pooling, according to his testimony, is 
not a cure for low prices, whatever other 
advantages it may secure to the Pool 
member. 


A BASIC ISSUE 


When he moved that the six months’ 
hoist be given to the bill to amend the 
dumping clauses, Hon MacKenzie King 
cannot have supposed that the motion 
would survive a vote. What he obvious- 
ly sought was to place on record the at- 
titude of the Liberal members, and all 
other groups, toward the principle of 
tariff-making by order-in-council, for 
that is what the so-called new dumping 
law will amount to. 

The time for debate being limited, a 
motion of this kind was the quickest 
and most definite way of making plain 
to the country where the several groups 
stand on that basic issue. The Liberals 
and Labor members by their votes reg- 
istered a protest against turning over 
the taxing power to the Minister of Na- 
tional Revenue. The Conservatives and 
United Farmer members voted 
the motion of protest, and thus ap- 
proved the principle of autocratic au- 
thority in respect to the tariff and taxa- 
tion. 

It will be weH if the public keep 
this vote in mind, which they are very 
likely to do. The issue upon which par- 
liament divided on Tuesday may be the 
issue upon which the next general elec- 
tion will be fought. Responsible gov- 
ernment in Canada is hardly to be 
shelved by a single division in the House 
of Commons,

BAD TIMES FOR GOVERNMENTS 
With 3,000,000 unemployed in the 
country, and the times dull, the voters 
of Germany followed the illustrious ex- 
ample of the voters of Canada, and 
“took it out of the Government” at the 
general elections. The count shows the 
ministry to be in a hopeless minority, 
and the reichstag so grouped that prob- 
ably no government can live save at the 
merey of more or less hostile elements. 
The Fascists came out of the fray 
with 101 seats, againat 12 in the last 
house. The Communists hold 75 seats 
The Fascists want a dictatorship. The 
Communists want a Soviet. Their ideals 
are as far apart as the polls. But the 
two parties have one thing in common; 
their dislike of the republican system 

The gain registered by the opponents 
of republicanism is interpreted to mean 
that the people of Germany have tired 
of parliamentary government; that a 
large section of them are pining for the 
restoration of autocratic rule, and an- 
other large section bolting for revolu- 
tion. An alternative guess is that the 
very practical German voter was more 
concerned in registering a protest 
against adverse conditions than in ad- 
vancing any particular theory of gov- 
ernment. 

Germany under a dictatorship is con- 
ceivable, for a dictatorship means order 
and authority, and sometimes high effi- 
ciency, But it is difficult to imagine 
the German character, with its instinct 
for these things, deliberately inviting 
chaos and mob rule, butchery, robbery

Lenin, tsky and Stalin. 


WHAT USE TO PROTEST? 


Some of Mr. Bennett's newspaper 
friends are undertaking to teach the

e substance of his allegation was 
that the papers had published “garbled 
reports” of his speeches during the 
campaigh. As no papers were named, 
and no particular reports cited, the 
charge was a general one. It amounts 
to an accusation that the newspapers of 
Canada do not deal honestly with their 


readers. 

Papers which opposed Mr. Bennett 
have paid little attention to this 
outburst. They are used to the same 


kind of treatment from the same quar- 
ter and no longer take it seriously. Mr. 
Bennett has been active in the politics 
of Alberta for thirty years. emory 
does not recall that during this period 
he ever succeeded in getting through a 
campa'c2, provincial or federal, with- 
out charging the newspapers with mis- 
representing him. 

The newspapers did not of course 
“garble’ Mr. Bennett's speeches during 
the recent campaign, nor any other 
campaign. But he probably thinks they 
did. Likely enough it was hard for him 
to believe, when he saw them in cold 
type, that he had said some of the 
things he did say. Probably he finds it 
hard to accept the Hansard report of 
the speech in which he hurled his ac- 
cusation at the newspapers. A “rapid

J. Birchard, commis. ion 
chemist at Winnipeg, were reported 
Wedneulsy to F. C. T. O'Hara, deputy 
minister of trade and commerce 
Summing up, it may be stated the 
general baking quajity of the present 
} crop is fully equal, if not superior, to 
that of any crop tested since in- 
eepticn of the commirsion laboratory

“The quality of the protein (gluten) 
jis excellent and the average amount 
}Of 13.4 per cent comperes very favor- 
{ably with that found in previous 
years,’ Mr. Birchard reports ‘The 
average for 1929 was 15.3 per cent,

“The high protein content of excel 
lent quality, the unusual dryness of 
the wheat and the excellent baking 
quality of this year's crop should be
